ASF chairman fan 
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Brusasco confirmed 
Australia would protest 
most strongly to FIFA, 
claiming the amended 
arragement is neither 
fair as it favours Israel, 
nor can it be justified in 
an economical sense 
with FIFA paying two 
OFC airfares to Israel as 
opposed to the cost of 
bringing only Israel to 
Papua New ea in 
the original arrange- 
ment. 


Brusasco was scepti-

Victorian Super 
League delayed 


BY GREG BLAKE 


AS we went to press the Victorian Soc- 
cer Federation is awaiting the decision 
of the Supreme Court for its handing 
down of a decision regarding the pro- 
Posed new Victorian Super League. 

Round 1 of both the Super League and the 12- 
feam State League were due to kick off last 
weekend but were postponed awaiting the out- 
come of the Supreme Court case. 

The case was heard by Mr Justice Gray eight 
days ago but the future of the league remained in 
limbo until last Monday, 

The five dissenting clubs — Albion, Box Hill, 
Fawkner, Mooroolbark and Ringwood City — 
took the case‘to the Supreme Court after missing 
Super League selection. 

The clubs maintain that the VSF does not have 
the constitutional powers to restructure its com- 
petitions. 

Should the VSF wins its case the Super League 
will kick off this weekend with Round 2 (refer to 
draw in ASW of February 21). 

Round 1 is likely to be staged mid-week during 
the season or as the last round of the competi- 
tion 

The VSF has maintained its hard-line stance 
against the dissenting clubs and has warned each 
of them that they face possible Suspension under 
FIFA guidelines which Stipulate affiliated clubs 
can be deregistered if they take their local bodies 
to a court of law. 

Meanwhile, officials of interstate federations 
have come out in support of the VSF's attempts 
fo streamline its competitions. 

As far as perceptions of the game locally are 
concerned, soccer's prestige is at an ull-time low. 

Daily press reports following the Super League 
saga have hammered further nails into the coffin 
of the game at State League level. 

The term “for the good of the game™ has been 
completely neglected by everyone involved.

Farcical postponements

The ease with which QNSL fixtures are postponed at the drop of a hat because of wet 
weather is fast becoming an irritating and far from funny joke. 


So far this season the 
problem has not been as 
bad as it was last year 
when Sydney was hit 
with a prolonged deluge 
but even then, matches 
which could have gone 
ahead were needlessly 
cancelled. 

It's now apparent that 
nothing has been 
learned from that ex- 
perience with the same 
attitude still prevailing. 

The problem is furth- 
er compounded with the 
wheeling and dealing 
that goes on when a 
suitable date for re- 
scheduling a match has 
to be found. 

Instead of settling on 
the first available 
opportunity. priority is 
given to gaining the best 
possible advantage of 
the situation. 

A standing QNSL di- 
rective which requires 
washed out matches to 
be played within a for- 
night is blatantly being 
ignored. 

Of the six postpone- 
ments in Sydney so far, 
only the Wollongong 
City match against Apia 
went ahead within the 
prescribed time, 

Cup commitments 
prevented some others 
from taking place but 
the postponed Marconi 
clash with Blacktown 
was allowed to drag on 
for nearly four weeks
